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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: See Fig.8 wherein 
the "time" should be denoted in abscissa. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The specification fails to clearly disclose or to select the temperature of the start up 
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of the heat development, the target temperature, and the normal temperature immediately after 
the start-up of the heat development apparatus, and light quantity claimed in the present 
invention. In the absence of providing the starting points of the amount of light and the period to 
decrease such amount of light, and to provide a target temperature and the interval thereof to 
decrease such temperature, the worker of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to practice 
the invention as claimed. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The invention as claimed is confusing. Fist, it is unclear with respect to the term 
"photothermographic material or light-sensitive heat-sensitive recording material". The term 
photothermographic material and the light-sensitive heat-sensitive recording material appears to 
be the same term since the term "photothermographic material" has been known in the art as a 
material which is sensitive to light and heat sensitive. Therefore, it is unclear with the intend of 
the protection sought for the both material. Second, it is unclear with respect to the language " 
characterized in that the target temperature of a heater is increased than normal immediately after 
the start-up of a heat development apparatus, and subsequently, the increase range is reduced 
with time" in claim 1 ; "characterized in that the recording high quantity or the recording heat 
quantity is increased than normal immediately after the start-up of a heat development apparatus, 
and subsequently, the increase range is reduced with time" in claim 2; and material, 
characterized in that the target temperature of a heater is increased than normal, and the 
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recording high quantity or the recording heat quantity is increased than normal immediately after 
the start-up of a heat development apparatus, and subsequently, the increase range is reduced 
with time" in claim 3 in the absence of clearly provide the start-up temperature of the heat- 
development apparatus, the quatitity of light and heat, or the range of increase of such amount. 
It is unclear with respect to the language such as "the increase range is reduced with time". 
Moreover, method in claims 1-3 contains no processing steps, and therefore the process as 
claimed are indefinite. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted steps are: the processing steps the step of exposing the material to light 
and heat development step are critical in the process for forming an image on a 
photo thermographic material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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9. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Toya (US Patent No. 6,335,153). The Toya in column 
19, lines 36-68 and column 20, lines 1-65; column 34, claims 1-9 which discloses the 
development temperature of the photothermographic material is from 80 °C to 250 °C, and the 
temperature of the endmost poritions is set lower by 1 °C to 10 °C. This temperature 80 °C to 
250 oC is considered as the target point of heat development of heat development material, and 
then the selected range is reduced by 1 °C to 10 °C. This teaching anticipates the claimed 
invention. Alternatively, it would have been obvious to the worker of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to use the lower or higher temperature by increasing or reducing 
the temperature within the range taught therein with a reasonable expectation of achieving an 
image with good quality.
